The legislation ll embodied in a statute 
passed on the 14th day of July, 1890, 
which was the culmination of much agi- 
tation on the subject involved, and which 
may be considered a truce, after the long 
struggle, between the advocates of free 
silver coinage and those intending to be 
more conservative. 

Undoubtedly the money purchases by 
the government of 4,.">iK),000 ounces of sil- 
ver, enforced under that statute, were re- 
garded by those interested in silver pro- 
duction as a certain guarantee of its in- 
crease in price. The result, however, has 
been entirely different, for immediately 
following a spasmodic and slight rise the 
price of silver began to fall after the pas- 
sage of the act, and has since reached the 
lowest point ever known. The disap- 
pointing result has led to renewed and 
persistent effort in the direction of silver 
coinage.

Up to July 15, 18U3, these notes had 
lieen issued in payment of silver bullion 
purchases to the amount of more than 
$147,000,(XX).

We hope, too, that calm counsels will 
prevail, and that neither the capitalists 
nor the wage earners will give way to 
unreasonable panic and sacrifice tin ill 
KOPerty or their interests under the in- 
fluence of exaggerated fears. 

Nevertheless, every day's delay in re- 
moving one of the plain nnd principal 
causes of the present state of things en- 
larges the mischief already done and in- 
creases the responsibility of the govern- 
ment for its existence. 

Whatever else the people have a right 
to expect from Congress, they may cer- 
tainly demand that the legislation con- 
demned by the ordeal of three yeais' dis- 
astrous experience shall lie removed from 
the statute books as soon as their repre- 
sentatives can legitimately deal with it.

Growing Wheat Cheaply. 

We do not believe that the present low 
price of wheat is to he permanent. In 
nearly all wheat-growing countries this 
grain in now only produced at a loss. The 
lahorer is worthy of his hire. In the 
run every staple necessary food i 
give an average prortt to the prod 
ciliial to what his lalsir can secure by the 
product ion. >f something else. Rut cheap 
wheat has doubtless had the effect of in- 
citing wh^at growers to means of econo- 
mizing!*) as to produce wheat at the 
smallest cost i>er bushel. In most places 
cheap wheat has been grown only on new 
land that held the stored-up fertility of 
centuries, and as this has lieen exhausted 
such lands have been thrown aside, and 
is of virgin soil have been

ned. If there are regions in British Co- 
lumbia where new lands suitable for 
wheat growingcan be found, the difficulty 
of transportation will prevent their being 
brought under cultivation, except very 
slowly. Practically the wheat growing 
of the next I'D years or :50 years will lie on 
land that has already borne some crops 
of wheat, and will need some care to re- 
store its lost fertility. Wheat in close 



it get except from the soil. Nitrogen fi.r 
Indian corn is developed in the growing 
season by cultivation, hastening the fer- 
mentation of vegetable matter in the soil. 
With wheat the oqly tilling possible is 
harrowing in early spring. Probably the 
greatest benefit of this is to open the soil 
to light and air, and hasten the nutrifica- 
tion of what vegetable matter it contains. 
A fall or winter top dressing of stable 
manure greatly adds to the-benelit from 
this early spring harrowing, and it makes 
a good clover catch almost a certainty. 
It is by growing clover alternately with 
wheat that the requisite fertility needed 
to produce a good crop may be best main- 
tained. But the competition in wheat 
growing is now so close and prices are so 
low, that it nowhere pays to plow nnder 
clover for the wheat crop. It wasalways 
a wasteful practice, using the land two 
years for one crop. The farmer who will 
grow the cheapest wheat hereafter must 
grow and feed his clover crop so as to get 
a profit from that also. 

This practically means that cheap wheat 
must hereafter be grown in a rotation, 



yield larger profits than itself. We know 
farmers whose main crop is potatoes who 
find wheat growing profitable, because 
this winter grain gives better chance for 
seeding with clover than any spring grain 
could do. If they sowed clover with no 
other crop, as is often advised, weeds 
come in which the grains would check. 
Besides, clover the first summer yields 
very little. On rich lafid it may cut a Urn 
per acre if left till September, but this, 
though paying well for cutting, gives 
hardly any profit. It is better to grow 
wheat seed with clover anil take the grain 
and straw us clear profit, as the late clov- 
er will be as good as if sown alone. 

This necessity of growing wheat in ro- 
tation is an advantage in securing greater 
economy of labor. It is, indeed, the only 
way in which wheal can be grown with- 
out the cost of harvesting eating out the 
greater part of the profit. The prices of 
field hands in harvesting are excessive, 
$4 and even $ft per day being paid to ablc- 
. bodied, skilled men. It is. except for 
plowing and sowing the crop, the only 
time in the year when those who grow 
wheat to the exclusion of all other crops 
have any work to offer. It can only be 
' supplied by outsiders who come for the 
purpose, and must be paid wages high 
enough to attract them. 

In the far West there are bands of tramp 
harvesters who begin on the southern 
belt Of wheat growing and travel north- 
ward, helping iu the harvest of grain till 
they stop in the Bed Kiver region ol 
northern Dakota or of Canada. They <le-

What thesmall farmer saves 
in extra harvesting wages he can put In 
the land to make his crop larger. Wheat 
yields on moat lands can be increased 
eight or ten bushels per acre by a d 
ing of mineral manure costing only 
or three dollars per acre. The increased

Often an extra hnlf ton of the 
best clover hay may be cut on land that

when the harrowing is done, a very light 
dressing of nitrate of soda will pay well, 
both for the wheat and the clover, espec- 
ially if it has not been possible to top 
drees with barnyard manure. 

These are, we are sure, the conditions 
under which most of the wheat the world 
will eat must in future be grown. They 
involve expense that will only lie liorne 
as wheat becomes an incidental crop, ami 
a large pait of this expense can lie aasi 
ed to the main crops on which the farm

Growing Wheat Cheaply. 

We do not believe that the present low 
price of wheat is to lie permanent. In 
nearly all wheat-growing countries this 
trraiu is now only produced at a loss. The 
laborer.!* worthy of his hire. In the long 
run every staple necessary food raust 
give an average profit to the producer 
e<jual to what his lulior can secure by the 
production of something else. Bttt cheap 
wheat has doubtless lutd the effect of in- 
citing wh?at growers to means of econo- 
mizing so as to prod HOC wheat at the 
smallest cost per bushel. In most places 
cheap wheat has lieen grown only on new 
land that held the stored-up fertility of 
centuries, and a* this has lieen exhausted 
such hinds have been thrown aside, and 
successive areas of virgin soil have been 
brought under wheat cultivation. 

This process cannot longer be contin- 
ued. If there are regions in British Ci>- 
lurubia "where now lajuls suitable for 
wheat growingcan he found, the difficulty 
of tm importation will prevent tbelrbeing 
brought under cultivation, except very 
slowly. Practically the wheat growing 
of the next I'u years or 1(0 years will be on 
land that has i ready borne some crops 
of wheat, and will need some care to re- 
store its lost fertility. Wheat in close 
succession is fetch more exhaustive than 
are moat other croi>8. Wheat requires 
phosphate and nitrogen, and neither can 
it get except bom the soil. Nitrogen for 
Indian corn is developed in the growing 
season by cultivation, hastening the fer- 
mentation of vegetable matter in the soil. 
With wheat the only tilling possible is 
harrowing in early spring. I'robably the 
greatest benefit Of this is to open the aoil 
to light and air, and hasten the uutritica- 
tion of what vagetable matter it contains. 
A fall or winter top dressing of stable 
manure greatly adds to the benefit from

It is by growing clover alternately with 
wheat that the requisite fertility needed 
to produce a good crop may be l»est main- 
tained. But the competition in wheat 
growing is now so close and prices are so 
low, that it nowhere pays to plow under 
clover for the wheat crop. It was always 
a wasUjfuJjiractice, using the land two 
years for one crop. The farmer who will 
grow the cheapest wheat hereafter must 
grow and feed his clover crop so us to get 
a profit from that also. 

This practically mean* that cheap wheat 
must hereafter be grown in a rotation, 
and perhaps as incidental to crops that 
yield larger profits than itself. We know 
farmers whose main crop is potatoes who 
find wheat growing profitable, because 
this winter grain gives better chance for 
seeding with clover than any spring grain 



thOOfefa paying well for cutting, gives 
hardly any profit. It is better to grow 
seed with clover and take the grain 
straw as clear profit, as the late clov- 
er will be as good as if sown alone. 

This necessity of growing wheat in ro- 
tation is an advantage in securinggreater 
economy of labor. It is, indeed, the only 
way in which wheat can be grown with- 
out the cost of harvesting eating out the 
greater part of the profit. The prices of 
iicld band! in harvesting are excessive, 
$4 and even ff> per day being paid to able- 
bodied, skilled men. It is. except for 
plowing and sowing the crop, the only 
time in the year when those who grow 
wheat to the exclusion of all other crops 
have any work to offer. It can only 
supplied by outsiders who come for the 
purpose, and must be paid wages high 
enough to attract them.

that in oldeel days a gr- at deal of time 
which modern housekeepers can ill-afford 
with their many clutieB was spent in 
mending rents. For in spite of all the 
improvements in modem life, labor- 
saving machines have not kept iiacc with 
the added duties of the modern house- 
While it is trim that the modern house- 
keeper ia a much happier and wiser 
woman than her grandmother, she is not 
apt to so skillful in purely manual 
taaka. It is a matter of regret that chil- 
dren an. not taught meucjing and the art 
of needlework aa carefully aa they were 
in aha olden time. It is a rare thing for 
a young girl to be able to make a neat 
darn in cloth, (she should use the ravel- 
ings of the gooda wherever it ia possible 
to do so or a sewing Bilk exactly match- 
ing the cloth.
